BOARD  OF  DIRECTORS’  REPORT 


One  of  the  principal  changes  at  the  Sanatorium  this 
past  year  has  been  the  addition  of  a  distinguished  Con¬ 
sulting  Staff  of  physicians  and  surgeons  whose  expressed 
willingness  to  join  in  the  work  of  the  Sharon  Sanatorium 
has  been  most  gratifying.  The  Directors  feel  that  the 
addition  of  this  consulting  staff  has  added  not  only  medi¬ 
cal  skill,  but  also  a  wider  publicity  to  the  work  of  the 
Sanatorium  and  wish  to  express  to  them  their  apprecia¬ 
tion  and  thanks. 

The  Children’s  Pavilion  is  a  part  of  the  Sharon  Sana¬ 
torium  that  ought'  to  be  better  known  by  our  friends  and 
the  medical  profession  at  large.  It  is  ideally  situated  at 
some  distance  from  the  main  Sanatorium  and  is  capable 
of  housing  22  children — 11  boys  and  11  girls  ranging  in 
age  from  6-14  years.  Children  with  active  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  are  not  admitted ;  so  that  undernourished, 
rundown,  delicate  children  are  not  exposed  to  direct  in¬ 
fection. 

There  is  a  well  ventilated  school  room  and  the  teacher 
tries  to  keep  the  children  up  to  the  regular  grammar 
school  grades.  This  in  itself  is  an  unusual  addition  to 
regular  medical  treatment.  Each  child  is  given  individual 
attention  and  the  studies  are  arranged  to  suit  the  strength 
and  capability  of  each  patient.  Trained  nurses  are  in 
constant  attendance  day  and  night,  and  regulate  the  play¬ 
time  activities  as  well  as  the  rest  periods. 

It  takes  time  to  cure  tuberculosis — months  and  years 
of  rest  and  treatment.  It  is  this  long  period  of  inactivity 
that  cripples  the  resources  of  our  patients  of  very  mod¬ 
erate  means  and  necessitates  financial  help.  We  hope, 
therefore,  that'  this  year  more  friends  will  be  added  to 
the  list  of  those  already  helping  us  in  our  work  at 
Sharon. 

We  feel  that  we  are  not  duplicating  the  work  of  public 
institutions — as  Sharon  stands  midway  between  free  or 
inexpensive  public  sanatoria  and  luxurious  private  hos¬ 
pitals.  We  offer  a  pleasant  home  and  first-class  medical 
care  at  moderate  rates  to  those  of  limited  means.

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MEDICAL  DIRECTOR’S  REPORT  FOR  1936 


The  Sanatorium  may  be  said  to  have  completed  a 
successful  year.  It  has  discharged  fifty-six  patients,  the 
majority  of  them  going  home  with  renewed  hope  and 
with  a  definite  knowledge  of  how  to  regain  health  and 
keep  it. 

In  general,  we  feel  that  the  Sharon  Sanatorium  is  not 
just  another  hospital  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis. 
It  was  visioned  by  Dr.  Bowditch  as  a  homelike  place, 
where  treatment  for  the  disease  could  be  had  with  the 
minimal  amount  of  institutional  atmosphere.  The  fact 
that  all  patients  have  separate  rooms  makes  for  a  privacy 
that  is  most  desirable  to  anyone.  While  all  the  patients 
sleep  on  large  common  verandas,  these  are  small  enough 
for  the  most  part  to  be  cozy  and  friendly.  It  is  indeed 
rare  that  there  is  any  adverse  comment  by  any  of  the 
patients  concerning  this  arrangement.  This  sleeping-out 
facility  has  been  so  long  in  existence  here  that  those 
things  that  add  to  the  comfort  of  the  patients  in  cold 
winter  weather  are  matters  of  routine,  such  as  the  placing 
of  blankets  to  give  the  maximum  of  protection  against 
the  cold  and  the  electric  outlets  for  heating  pads  at  each 
bed.  Again,  patients  may  eat,  or  be  bathed  or  dress  in 
comfort,  since  the  beds  are  easily  drawn  into  warm  rooms 
when  need  arises. 

We  have  also  always  had  pride  in  our  kitchen,  modern¬ 
ized  a  few  years  ago,  and  in  the  quality  of  food  served. 
As  a  rule,  in  an  institution  of  this  size,  the  smaller 
amounts  of  food  to  be  prepared  can  have  greater  in¬ 
dividual  attention  and  there  can  be  catering  to  particu¬ 
lar  appetites.  We  also  pride  ourselves  in  that  the  meals 
served  to  those  who  are  confined  to  bed  arrive  hot  and 
tasty — no  small  item  when  one  has  been  out  in  the  cold 
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air  for  hours.  Appetizing  food  has  a  large  therapeutic 
value.  It  might  be  said  that  we  strive  not  to  secure  the 
unusual  in  diet,  but  so  to  prepare  the  food  that  the  taste 
is  not  as  though  it  had  all  been  cooked  in  the  same  pot. 

Beginning  with  late  summer  and  fall  the  main  Sana¬ 
torium  has  been  much  better  filled  and  at  one  time  a 
patient  had  to  be  admitted  to  the  convalescent  ward  for 
a  week  before  a  regular  room  could  be  allotted  to  her. 
There  is,  however,  a  great  need  for  funds  to  piece  out 
the  financial  capacity  of  certain  patients.  Occasionally 
desirable  applicants  come  without  any  funds,  as  happened 
a  few  days  ago,  when  a  young  woman  with  minimal 
trouble  made  application  because  her  sister  had  gained 
so  much  when  she  was  with  us  a  few  years  before. 

We  are  firmly  convinced  of  the  need  of  such  care  as 
can  be  given  at  the  Children’s  Pavilion  to  a  wide  variety 
of  children.  These  do  not  need  to  be  sicklv,  or  even 
to  have  been  exposed  to  disease.  There  are  many  that 
have,  permanently  or  temporarily,  poor  home  surround¬ 
ings,  such  as  might  obtain  where  one  or  the  other  of  the 
parents  is  away,  or  where  for  any  reason  the  home  is  not 
in  condition  to  care  for  a  child.  There  is,  again,  a 
large  group  of  children  who  have  mild  or  convalescent 
disease  such  as  might  come  from  heart  or  rheumatic 
affections.  And  of  course  there  are  the  cases  of  under¬ 
nourishment  and  under  weight.  We  have  had  examples 
of  all  of  these  and  have  seen  them  improve  and  have 
watched  them  go  back  to  their  homes  and  schools  with 
health  and  vigor  such  as  they  had  never  before  known. 

That  this  particular  building  is  not  filled  at  all  times 
with  such  children,  who  would  be  fortified  against  health 
hazards  for  the  rest  of  their  lives  by  a  residence  here 
is,  we  are  convinced,  because  of  the  financial  burden  on 
parents  and  guardians.  Several  free  beds  for  children 
would  solve  this  problem.

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The  occupations  of  the  patients  before  coming  to  the 
Sanatorium  were  as  follows :  secretary,  3 ;  school  teacher, 
2  ;  student,  5 ;  office  clerk,  3 ;  home  maker,  15 ;  telephone 
operator,  1 ;  nurse,  3 ;  stenographer,  2 ;  egg  packer,  1 ; 
hotel  linen  room  supervisor,  1. 

Of  the  twelve  children  discharged  during  the  year 
eight  had  the  childhood  type  of  tuberculosis,  and  of  these 
two  had  had  contact  with  open  cases  of  tuberculosis; 
three  were  underweight,  and  one  of  these  had  rather 
marked  anemia ;  and  one  had  asthma. 

The  average  age  of  the  children  was  12.7  years.  The 
average  gain  in  weight  was  20.9  pounds.  The  great¬ 
est  gain  was  64^4  pounds.  The  average  stay  was  13.3 
months  and  the  longest  stay  was  53  months. 

No  cases  are  admitted  to  the  children’s  department 
that  show  any  signs  of  open  tuberculosis,  hence  there  is 
no  danger  of  the  spread  of  the  disease  among  the  chil¬ 
dren.  Futhermore,  the  Pavilion  is  so  far  removed  from 
the  main  Sanatorium,  where  the  adult  cases  are  housed, 
that  there  is  no  possibility  of  one  department  interfering 
in  any  way  with  the  other.

We  have  recently  had  a  small  contribution  from  a 
former  patient  with  the  remark,  “I  wish  it  were  $100.” 
She  also  added  in  a  little  note :  ‘T  wish  to  thank  you  for 
the  likeness  of  the  beloved  head  of  the  “San,”  (referring 
to  Dr.  Bowditch).  He  was,  I  think,  one  of  the  very 
finest  of  men  and  I  am  glad  to  have  the  picture.  T 
think  I  must  be  one  of  the  oldest  of  his  patients,  for 
I  am  seventy-six.” 

PLEASANTLY  INFORMAL  ATMOSPHERE 

A  lady  visitor  stated  that  she  knew  of  no  hospital  like 
the  Sharon  Sanatorium  where  the  atmosphere  was  so 
pleasantly  informal.

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BY-LAWS  OF  THE  SHARON  SANATORIUM 


Article  I 

The  Corporation  shall  be  composed  of  those  persons  signing  the  articles 
of  association  and  of  such  persons  as  they  or  their  successors  shall  elect  to 
be  members. 

Article  II 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  held  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  December  in  each  year  at  such  time  and  place  in  the  city  of 
Boston  as  the  President,  or  in  default  of  appointment  by  him  the  Secretary 
may  appoint,  and  notice  of  the  said  meeting  shall  be  sent  to  the  members  at 
least  seven  days  before  the  meeting. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  called  by  the  President  or 
Secretary  by  three  days’  notice  in  writing. 

Five  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corpora¬ 
tion. 

Article  III 

The  officers  of  the  Corporation  shall  be  a  President,  Secretary,  Treasurer, 
and  not  less  than  four  nor  more  than  eight  directors  at  large,  who  shall 
serve  for  one  year  and  until  others  shall  be  elected  in  their  stead.  The 
said  officers  shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Directors,  and  shall  have  full 
power  and  authority  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Corporation  subject  to 
such  regulations  and  restrictions  as  the  members  at  meetings  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  may  from  time  to  time  establish. 

Article  IV 

The  Board  of  Directors  shall  have  power  to  take  any  measures  which  they 
may  deem  expedient  for  encouraging  subscriptions,  donations,  and  bequests 
to  the  Corporation;  to  enter  into  and  bind  the  Corporation  by  such  com¬ 
pacts  and  engagements  as  they  may  deem  advantageous;  to  appoint  from 
time  to  time  such  agents  or  committees  as  they  shall  think  proper  to  attend 
to  the  pract'cal  details  of  the  working  of  the  hospital  or  to  oversee  and 
superintend  the  same;  to  appoint  or  engage  the  physicians,  surgeons, 
matrons,  attendants,  and  servants  employed  in  the  hospital  and  define  their 
duties;  and  this  power  they  may  delegate  to  any  of  the  committees  above 
referred  to,  if  they  shall  see  fit  so  to  do. 

The  Board  of  Directors  may  fill  all  vacancies  in  the  Board  up  to  the  limit 
in  numbers  authorized  by  these  By-Laws. 

Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum  at  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

There  shall  be  meetings  of  the  Directors  quarterly,  on  the  second  Wednes¬ 
day  of  March,  June,  September,  and  December.  Special  meetings  of  the 
Directors  shall  be  called  by  the  Secretary. 

Article  V 

The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Direc¬ 
tors.  In  his  absence  a  President  pro  tempore  shall  be  chosen. 

Article  VI 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  have  the  custody  of  all  moneys,  deeds, 
ard  securities  of  the  Corporation,  which  he  shall  keep  and  manage  under 
the  control  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  any  committee  of  the  Board.  He 
shall  pay  no  moneys  but  by  order  of  the  Board  of  Directors  or  their  com¬ 
mittees. 

Article  VII 

The  Secretary  shall  attend  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation  and  Directors 
and  keep  a  record  of  the  proceedings  of  each  meeting  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose;  she  shall  give  notice  of  all  meetings  of  the  Corporation,  as  is 
provided  in  Article  II,  and  of  all  meetings  of  the  Directors. 

Article  VIII 

The  property  of  this  Corporation  shall  not  be  alienated  nor  shall  any 
real  estate  be  purchased  except  with  the  consent  of  a  majority  of  all  the 
Directors. 

Article  IX 


These  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the  Cor¬ 
poration  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at  such  meeting.

Capacity:  30  patients. 

Location:  In  the  pines  at  Sharon  about  five  minutes  from  the  station  of 
the  N.  Y.,  N.  H.  &  H.  R.  R.  Sharon  is  about  equally  distant  from 
Boston  and  Providence — 19  miles  from  Boston. 

Terms:  The  price  of  board  and  medical  care  is  $20.00  a  week,  exclusive  of 
personal  laundry. 

The  Grounds:  The  Sanatorium  grounds  cover  120  acres — the  elevation  and 
outlook  are  most  desirable.  Pure  air  is  abundant. 

Food:  No  pains  nor  expense  are  spared  to  provide  the  patients  with  the 
most  nourishing  diet. 


The  Children’s  Pavilion  and  Open  Air  Boarding  School 

Established  in  1918  through  the  generosity  of  friends. 

Object:  To  extend  to  debilitated  children  who  have  no  infectious  or  con¬ 
tagious  disease  an  opportunity  to  live  in  the  open  and  thereby  gain 
health  and  strength. 

Capacity:  20  children  between  the  ages  of  6  and  14  years. 

Location:  On  the  edge  of  the  woods  at  some  distance  from  the  main 
buildings  of  the  Sanatorium,  a  really  ideal  site. 

Terms:  $15  a  week,  exclusive  of  personal  laundry.  This  includes  board, 
school  instruction  and  medical  care  other  than  dental  and  surgical 
treatment. 

Studies:  These  are  made  as  flexible  as  possible.  Every  advantage  is  given 
the  individual.  Classes  and  grades,  however,  are  planned  according  to 
the  standard  of  the  best  public  schools,  with  a  view  to  the  pupil’s  keep¬ 
ing  up  with  his  grade. 

Sessions:  The  morning  session  is  devoted  to  upper  grade  work  and  the 
afternoon  session  to  the  lower  grade. 

Leisure  Time:  Handicraft  work,  with  merry  games  and  outings,  are  under 
the  oversight  of  a  well-qualified  teacher. 

Rest  Periods  and  Meals:  These  are  ample  and  are  carefully  attended  to  by 
a  trained  nurse  and  a  dietitian,  with  the  advice  of  the  doctor. 


VISITING  HOURS 

The  visiting  hours  of  either  department  are  from  3  to  5  p.  m. 
daily. 

Important 

The  charges  made  to  patients  of  the  Sanatorium  or  the  Children’s 
Pavilion  do  not  cover  the  expense  of  maintenance. 

While  this  is  not  a  commercial  enterprise,  neither  is  it  a  charity  in  the 
usual  sense,  but,  like  the  privileges  of  our  colleges,  these  are  benefits  which 
self-respecting  families  may  accept.
